1. The 13% Army Grow of the | Field Army, formorly stationed in Kvancsi with 
headavarters at Nanning, comprised three armicss: The h9 Army, which moved 
i's headquarters from Kueilin to Liuchou in May 19503 one army,:+: which 
oceuried the arca of the Tso and Yu Rivers (107 ~ 22 to 107 - 23}; one arny, 
yrobably the 8 Arny, with its headquarters at Kucihsicn (109-0, 23-02), 
which garrisoned the Yost River roughly from Kucihsien cast to Vuchav. 


2. One division, probably the 157+: Division, was stationed at Yunghsicn (109-10, 
25-02), The 18 Division was stationed north of Liuchou. The Port Arthur 
Colum end the li Colum (which torether equalled one division) were stationed 
at Tungchou (106-56, 22-22), The Tso River Colum comprised three regiments: 
The 75 Regiment at Lungechou, the 76 Regiment at Chinghsi end the 7 Regiment at 
Leiping (106-59, 32-37), Yangli (107~23, 228) and Lungming (107-07, 22=57). 
The folloving troops of the Railway Army Group guarded the Ilunan~Kwangsi 
Railroad: The 133 Regiment at Chuanchou (7?

3. Near the end of August 1950 the 9 Army moved from its positions in Kvangsi 
to the uhan area. The other tyvo armics probably also moved, because over 
190,900 men of the ) #ield Army moved out of Kwangsi to the north. They 
were replaced by troons of the 2 Field Army, probably those under Click Keng.
